New York Court! of Appeals Refuses 
_ New Trial to Lawyer Convicted 
“Three Years Ago of Conspiracy 
“with Valet Jones to Kill William 
Marsh Rice by Mercury and Chio- 
roform—Desire to Secure the Old 
Man’s Estate Ascribed as Motive. 


Albany, N. Y¥., June 9.—Albert T. Patrick, | 
the New York lawyer found gullty of the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, an aged 
millionaire, must. suffer death as the penalty 
for his crime. The New York Court of Ap- 
peals today, voting 4 to 8, sustained the sen- 


William Marsh Rice, formeriy of Texas, 
aged and a helpless invalid, died in New 
York on Sept; 23, 1900, from effects of chlo- 
roform and mercury administered to him by 
his ‘valet, Charlies Jones, aided by Patrick. 

Within’ a few hours after his death, and 
béfore the fact was. known, Patrick tried to 
draw from bank $250,000 on checks to which 
Rice’s name had been forged. Subsequently 
@ will was discovered by which the aged 
millionaire bequeathed his entire estate to 
Patrick. This will, it was proved subse- 
quently, was also forged. 


Valet Confesses the Crime. | 
Patrick and the valet Jones were arrested 
and accused of the murder of Rice. Jones 
weakened and made a full confession, de- 


gave the old man mercury pills to weaken his 
system and then on Sept. 23, 1900, adminis- 
tered the chloroform, which, as the state 
claimed, was the immediate cause of his 
death. 

Jones, after turning state’s evidence, was 
set at liberty. Patrick was tried and con- 
“vieted of murder in the first degree. 

Patrick has succeeded in postponing ths 
ultimate decision of his fate for more than 
three years by a display of acumen and re- 
sourcefulness that has excited the wonder 
of the members of the bar and the public at

Points in Dissenting Opinion. 
The dissenting judges hold that material 
errors were permitted in the trial of the ease, 
and that important evidence in Patrick's 
favor was improperly excluded Judge 
O'Brien, who wrote the dissenting opinion, 
holds that it was not proved, and cannot be 
proved, that Rice was living when the echlo- 
roform was applied to his face, and that “ no 
one thought of chloroform as the agency of 
the death until Jones had made his fourth 
‘and last confession, after recanting three 
others that were shown to be false.” ) 
He points out, further, that the coroner's 
physicians who made.the autopsy, and who 
were presented to the jury as disinterested 
officials, were shown upon the motion fora 
new trial to have been working hard by ex- 
periment to help the district attorney to 
make Out a case, expecting to receive extrav- 
agant compensation for qualifying as his 
experts.

President Consents to Take Part in Coun- 
cil Providing All Other Powers Do So |

President Roosevelt has notified the govern- 
ments of Germany, Great Britain, and 
France that this country will participate in 
the proposed congress regarding Morocco 
only if all other nations do'so.

The fact that the 
president now will take. part, provided alJ 
other countries do so, is in itself a diplomatic 
achievement for which Baron von Stern- 
burg is given credit here. Germany is now 
pressing France to join in the congress, 

France Sees Menacing Phase. 

PARIS, June 9.—Germany’s note to the 
powers proposing an imternational confer- 
ence on the subject of Morocco is regarded 
in the highest quarters asrenewing the grav- 
ity of the situation almost to the point of 
‘making it menacing. France has received. 
a copy of the note, showing that Germany 
acted openly in appealing to the powers, not- 
withstanding the official statement from 
Berlim that Morocco invites the conference. 
The officials here interpret the German note 
as showing thet Germany is the real up- 
hol@er of the conference. . 

A cabinet council tomorrow will consider 
the note. The nature of France's official an- 
ewer is still in doubt, owing to Premier Rou- 
vier’s desire to avoid widening 
between Germany and France.
